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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

A comparable fiiel cell system which comprises 
analogous structural features is described in JP 2002-352837, which features are namely: a 
control part (controller, abstract), a fuel gas supply device (abstract), a supply pressure control 
valve (abstract), a fuel cell stack (abstract), a load device (][ 0005), appropriately placed gas 
pressure sensors (TI 0039), an anode and a cathode (T| 0002). 
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A telephone call was made to Rich Castellano on 05/03/2009 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
